Senator James E. Watson, speak- 


ing at the banquet Wednesday night, 
told the bankers the law for publi- 
cation of income tax returns 
has 


failed of the purpose for which it 
was passed and should be abolished. 


"The next congress should reform 


as well as reduce taxes and taxa- 
tion," Watson said. "It should a- 
bolish altogether, or for the present 
reduce with a view to ultimate abo- 
lition, federal inheritance taxation. 


'"This method of raising revenue 


should be reserved to the states. If 
both the nation and state tax an in- 
heritance, great injury nearly al- 
wavs results." 


Watson declared gift taxes should 


be eliminated a*<f the maximum, nor- 
mal tax should not be above six per 
cent and the surtax nrt above fifteen 
per cent.
